CITY CUTS 
TAX RATE 


Sixty to One Forty-five on 
Hundred by Council. 


The City Council yesterday aft- 
ernoon passed an ordinance fixing 
the tax rate for the fiscal year. de- 
ginning July 1 this year and ending 
June 30 next, at $1.45 for each $100 
valuation of property in the city. Of 
this levy, $1 is for the maintenance 
of the city government and 45 
cents for interest and sinking fund 
requirements on outstanding bond 
issues. The tax rate last year was 
$1.60. The reduction of 15 cents 
over last year is due to the in- 
creased valuation of property in the 
city and to the fact that no levy 
was necessary for the year's 
interest and sinking fund require- 
ments for the $13,500,000 bonds is- 
sued for the purchase of the dis- 
tributing lines in Los Angeles of the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany. This interest and sinking 
fund charge, amounting to $1,037,- 
500, has already been collected, and 
is in the city treasury, and will 
be disbursed after the bonds are 
freed of all litigation and delivered.
